United States food administrator. 

The Ansley will lead the way, and it 
is believed that before long every 
hotel- and restaurant in the state will 
pursue the same policy. Tuesday has 
been designated as the “beefless” day 
of the week for all America, this p@l- 
icy to be continued until the end ‘of 
the war. / 

Mr. Secker has had a number of cards 
printed to be placed on the tables em- 
phasizing the importance of prevent- 
ing ‘all waste. “Eat plenty, eat wisely, 
but without waste,” is the advice given. 

Mr. Secker will, get in touch with 
other hotel and restaurant managers 
in the city tomorrow and ask that 
they join in helping conserve food sup- 
plies by eliminating beef from the table 
every Tuesday. 

“One hundred and fifty head of cat- 
‘tle will be saved every week,” says Mr. 
Secker, “if ‘Beefless day’ is properly 
recognized, The policy of the food con- 
servation workers is to encourage the 
eating of more sea products, mutton 
and poultry, and less beef. We espe- 
cially urge the eating of more fish in 
the place of beef.”

While there was a bright moon, there 
was also a slight mist, and the raiders 
were invisible to persons in the streets, 
but from the sounds of the anti-aircraft 
guns in action the indications were 
that the raiders werg moving over va- 
rious quarters of the district.

11 PERSONS KILLED 
SATURDAY NIGHT. 


London, September 30.—Eleven per- 
sons were killed and $2 injured in last 
night's air raid, it is announced offi< 
cially. The material damage was not 
great. 

Four groups of German airplanes at- 
tempted to attack London in the. raid, 
but most of the machines were driven 
off. Bombs were dropped in the north- 
eastern distriets of London, and at va- 
riéus places in Kent and Essex. 

The following official report of the 
raid was given out today: 

. “Latest reports show that a deter- 
mined and simultaneous attack was 
made upon London by three groups of 
raiders. Each of thesé groups, which 
approached from different directions, 
was broken up by anti-aircraft gun- 
fire, and only two or, at the most, 
three machines penetrated the de- 
fenses. Bombs were dropped in the 
northeastern and southeastern districts. 
A fourth group of enemy machines 
which attempted to approach London 
later was driven off, none of the raid- 
ers penetrating the outer defenses of © 


the gapital. 
“Bombs alse were dropped at vari- 


ous places in Kent and Essex.” 


No'Sign of Panic. 

While the air raid of last nigkt was 
at its height, a large convoy of wound- 
ed from the west front arrived at the 
London terminal and were transferred 
to ambulances with the customary calm 
and clerity. 

There was no sign of panic at any of 
the West End-theaters, although the 
roar of guns almost drowned the voices 
of the actors. When the play was con- 
cluded in one theater not a single spec- 
tator had.left his seat, and the au- 
dience continued to cheer the players.

GERMAN CITIES 
MAY BE BOMBED. 


London, September 30.—There are the 
best of reasons for believing that the 
continued German aitpiage attacks on’ 
England with the plain purpose of 
killing civilians will not pass without 
retaliation. The idea of killing women 
and children is repugnant to the Brit- 
ish mind, but just as the army was 
forced: to use poisonous gas against 
the German soldiers, or be in the posi- 
tion of fighting with one hand tied be- 
hind its back, so the British will be 
compelled to fight the Germans in the 
air by bombing German cities, aécord- 
ing to the belief now generally held 
here. They have the necessary ma- 
‘chines and better aviators, but here- 
tofore preferred to use them solely 
against the fighting men on the battle 
front.

fective against airplanes as they were

AIR RAIDS MADE 
ON GERMAN WORKS. 


London, September 30.—Another suc- 
cessful] aerial attack on German mitita- 
Ty establishments in -Belgium was ree 
ported today by the admirality. The 
statement follows: 

“On the afternoon of September 29 a 
bombing raid was carried out by naval 
aircraft on the St. Denis Westrem air- 
drome. Many bombs were dropped. 
Direct hits were observed. A bomb ex- 
*‘ploded among five machines lined up 
by the airdrome. All our machines re- 
turned,” 


London, September 30.—An _ official 
statemeant issued tonight on aerial op- 
erations on the western front says: 

“On Saturday the weather gpas unfa- 
vorable for aerial work. A number of 
valuable phatographs were taken, how- 
ever, and observations carried out for 
the artillery. 

“Bombing of the enemy’s airdromes, 
billets, dumps and railways continued 
vigorously by day and night. The Gon- 
trode airdrome.was the chief. target, 
and a large fire was caused there. One 
of the enemy's balloon sheds also was 
+65 on fire and destroyed by a naval 
pilot. 

“The enemy's fighting machines were 
not very active yesterday. There were 
comparatively few combats. One Ger- 
man machine was brought down. Two 
of ours are missing.”

Georgia is doomed—that his association is 
inaugurating plans whereby to “make Geor- 
gia one of the greatest cattle states” and 
“to make Georgia tick-free in two years or 
less!”

The speaker said that the association now 
has a membership larger than that of any 
other “organization of land owners ever 
brought together in a southern state to do 
a piece of, constructive work at their own 
expense,” its roster containing the names of 
1,000 members, owning an aggregate of

drive until we have at least 2,500 members 
and 4,000,000 acres of land represented.”

2. To perform a patriotic duty to our 
nation in its time of crisis caused by a 
rapidly diminishing world meat supply, 
by making it possible to put an average 
of 200 pounds of meat on the back of each 
of the 800,000 cattle now feeding ticks 
in south Georgia on the best natural 
grass and forage producing lands in the 
United States.

This is something that concerns every 
citizen of the state. It concerns Mr. Ses- 
s0mS no more directly than it does any other 
owner of cattle. And when such men as he 
take hold of a thing of this kind and give 
it so much of their valuable time and thought 
it means that it is something that is of vital 
moment to the community-at-large. 

This anti-cattle tick movement is one that 
deserves the support and co-operation, not 
only of every cattle-grower and every bank, 
but of every citizen of the state, becmuse 
every one stands either directly or indi- 
rectly to profit by its success.

SICK HEADACHE. 

eriodic attacks of “migraine” or eick 
peadache are frequently a feature in the 
amily history. Deep students of the sub- 
rect have called migraine the “sensory equiv- 
alent of epilepsy ; that is to say, one mem- 
er of a family has epileptic seizures of 
Sp type or .another, while some other mem- 
er of the family will suffer with periodic 
migraine Seizures, Both diseases seem to 
present no visible pathology; nothing to ex- 
Plain the disease is discoverable post-mor- 
Fame Both diseases have an “aura” or warn- 
ng; some peculiar sensation or feeling by 
which the victim knows a seizure is immi- 
nent, ”

X-ray observation of the di- 
gestion of a bismuth test meal has demon- 
strated the presence of a stasis in a goodly 
majority of all cases of migraine or sick 
headache. An incompetent ileo-cecal valve 
is often found, and this condition permits 
the residue of the cecum (large bowel) to 
back up into the ileum (small bowel), where 
absorption is very active, thus producing 
marked intoxication of the System.

I’ve been in Atlanta a good many years— 
they were still sellin’ slaves here when I got 
my first job—an’. I’ve seen the city grow Ut’ 
be the real “Metropolis o' the South.” But I 
can safely shy that never in my life has the 
automobile menace been so apparent as "tis 
now. The utter disregard o’ traffic rules dis- 
played by auto drivers amazes meé an’ I can't 
for the life o' me figur’ just why the traffic 
police stand for such law-breakin’. 

I’ve seen ’em shoot by in autos so derned 
quickly that my hair actually stood straight. 
Frightened? I was scared almost silly. Only 
this mornin’ one o’ those speed maniacs drove 
past th’ corner o' Baker street jes as 1 was 
leavin’ a car in front o’ the Hopkins mansion. 
Had no sooner put my foot on the ground 
than whiz! along came one o’ those big cars 
that seemed t’ be goin’ fifty miles an hour. 


‘rhe driver paid no attention at all t' me an’ 


I jest had to hug close t’ the trolley car t’ 
prevent bein’ smashed. An’ right behind the 
auto sped another, goin’ jest as fast, and 
payin’ not the slightest ‘tention t’ the trolley 
car or t' me or the cop on the corner. 

The newspapers have recorded sever'l deaths 
from autos in’the last ten days, t my knowl- 
edge—an’ all o' them due to carelessness!

HEALTH IMPROVEMENT 
CAMPAIGN FOR NEGROES 
URGED BY DR. MOTON 


R. R. Moton, principal of Tuskegee insti- 


tute, delivered a most timely address here 


‘yesterday afternoon at the colored Odd Fel- 


lows’ auditorium, in connection with the 
meeting held in the interest of better health 
conditions by representative colored people. 
Among the prominent speakers were Hugh 
Willet, president of the Anti-Tuberculosis 
association. of Atlanta; Dr. A. D. Jones, one 
of the leading. colored physicians of the 
city: H. H. Pace, secretary of the Standard 
Life Insurance compary; ‘Emmett J, Scott, 
secretary of Tuskegee institute, and. others. 
The purpose of the meeting was the of- 
ficial presentation of the silver cup which 
had been awarded to the city of Atlanta for 
the best and.most effective work done dur- 
ing the national negro health week, which 
was observed April 21-28 under the auspices 


of the National Negro Business league. 


In his address of presentation Emmett 
J. Seott, secretary of the business league, 
and secretary of Tuskegee institute, told of 
the origin and purpose of the National Ne- 
gro Health Week. He then introduced Dr. 
Moton. 

“The entire south is dependent, in a 
large degree,” said the speaker, ‘upon 
the negro for certain kinds of la- 
bor and that makes this subject of health 
one of mutual and interested interest to 
both races. If, by reason of filthy and in- 
sanitary living conditions growing out of 
ignorance of the colored people ‘wn one 
hand and indifference of the city officials 
on the other, consumption, smallpox, typhoid 
fever or other contagious diseases strike a 
negro community, the whole city is likely to 
be seriously menaced and not even the most 
exclusive mansion on Peachtree would be 
immune from attack, for there are negro 
cooks, laundresses, chauffeurs, nurses and 
other workers who come into daily contact 
with white people. 

“The foundation for any health improve- 
ment campaign is intelligence, which means 
education. Just go long as a large part of 
the people in the south are ignorant, so 
long will our death rates be high. The 
late Dr. J. L. M. Curry used to say that 
ignorance was a cure for absolutely nothing. 
It requires intelligence to understand and 
observe the rules of health and sanitation, 
and the community or city or state is much 
like the :individual in this'regard. Without 
an intelligent and well-directed sentiment in 
a community, the people will not do their 
part to help keep the streets, alleys and 
other places in a clean, sanitary condition. At 
present, the average length af life of a negro 
in the south is 35 years. In India, where in- 
telligence is at a very low ebb, the javerage 
length of life is 25 years. In Massachusetts, 
where they have excellent public schools, the 
average is 45 years, and in Denmark and 
Sweden, where practically everyone is edu- 
cated, 50 years. 

“In the city of Atlanta there are prac- 
tically 60,000 colored people, and statistics 
show that an average of 3,360 of these peo- 
ple are sick all of the time, which means 
approximately $650,000 a year spent for medi- 
cines, physicians’ fees, etc., and a net econom- 
ic loss to the city of at least a million and 
a half dollars. Fully one-half of illness 
could be prevented. 

“Here is a situation that is being met in 
a thoroughly frank and. helpful way by both 
the white people and the colored people of 
this city and such meetings as we are having 
today are going to,bear fruits of economic 
progress which will be difficult to measure 


in terms of money.”

Sheep-Raising Industry 
Should Be Pushed in South 


\ 


Kditor Constitution: Having been interest- 
ed in the encouragement of sheep raising 
in our state, I was glad to see your editorial 
recently on this line. The unused mountain 
sides and hills of Georgia should not so ex- 
ist with the world erying out for wool. 
The Red Cross is sending out its calle for 
woolen garments for our soldiers and knit- 
ters in many towns are idie for lack of ma- 
terial which cannot be supplied. 

While in north Georgia recently I made 
inquiry of several owners of mountain land 
as to why they did not raise sheep, and the 
usual reply was that the dogs kille too 
many. It struck me each time, however, 
that it was more a matter of indifference 
or lack of sufficient interest to arouse them 
to combat obstacles. The problem would be 
solved automatically if genuine interest were 
aroused, for then the worthless dog would 
straightway be called upon) to “show cause’”’ 
for his life. 

Finally I met Mr. R. C. Weigel, at Helen, 
Ga., who is doing forestry workgin that sec- 
tion and who has a vision of utilizing the 
waste lands intelligently. It developed 
that he had already been experimenting 
with sheep and Angora goats, so when you 
patriotically opened the question‘in your 
columns, I wrote him.for a statement of 
the results of his efforts, which are given 
as follows: 


I am delighted to send you any infore- 
mation I can regarding sheep raising in 
the mountains. Was much interested in 
the open discussion in. The Constitution 
and editorial comment. 

My experiments’ with sheep were 
rather for the purpose of showing a 
grazing value in our lands than to make 
the vermture profitable to myself, and for 
this reason I have used what is common- 
lv known as the “open range’’'—that is, 
the unfenced mountain lands, and have 
added nothing to the eneral scheme 
that would not be available to the poorest 
farmer. My flock has been exposed to 
all the ills and menaces that sheep are 
heir to—dogs, wildcats, diseases, etc. Ny 
cupping or spraying has been indulged in, 
and I have had for caretaker just a good, 
honest mountain farmer, so that re- 
sults can be taken as an indication of 
what could be done by anyone with only 
ordinary care. | 

Since beginning I have been able to 
double my flock each year from the in- 
crease. I average a lamb per yew. The 
wool much more than pays the winter 
keep of. the one in fact, the wool at 
present prices will much more than pay 
the original cost of the sheep. 

The first fall after buying my flock 
I sold enough wether lambs to pay the 
original cost of the flock and a 50 per 
cent dividend-on the original cost, and 
had my wool in addition. I am not fig- 
uring into this statement the abnormal 
increase in the value wf sheep which 
has amounted to over 600 per cent in 
the past year. 

The one natural enemy to the sheep 
in this country is the worthless dog. 
However, as soon as a disposition to 
take up sheep raising is shown this situ- 
ation can be remedied. The losses from 
this source are greatly magnified, but 
are a great drawback. 

Cut-over mountain lands can be se- 
cured in this section at from $5 to $10 
er acre suitable for stock growing, and 
f believe immense areas could be secured 
at a very low rental in case purchase was 
not considered advisable. With the 
“open range” of north Georgia there is 
no reason why every farmer could not 
have his own flock and some to spare. 
If this has not beer clear, please feel 
free to ask any further specific ques- 
tions, should they arise.

CONGRESS ENTERING 
UPON CLOSING DAYS 


It Is Possible That Adjourn- 
ment May Come Late 


This Week. 


Washington, September 30.—Congress 
tomorrow upon the closing days of the 
extraordinary war session called April 
2 and marked by epochal legislation. 

Headed by the $2,700,000,000 war tax 
bill, which the house plans to dispose 
of tomorrow and send to the senate for 
final legislative action, the program 
for adjournment, which may come late 
this week and almost certainly no later 
than next week, was almost completed 
tonight. 

The only other major items awaiting 
action before the extraordinary ses- 
sion closes are the eight-billion-dollar 
deficiency appropriation bill now in 
conference, and the administration sol- 


diers and sailors’ tnsurance measure. 
Prospects tonight were that all other 
important legislation, including the ad- 
ministration soldiers and sailors’ civil 
rights bill, would go over until the 
| December session. 

The insurance measure is the stum- 
bling block in the way of adjournment 
this week, and there>is renewed talk 
of sidetracking it if the opposition 
should delay adjournment. “Tomorrow 
the house will take up the conference 
report on the tax bill, while the sen- 
ate hopes to begin work on the insur- 
ance measure. Approval of the tax 
measure tomorrow by the house is ex- 
pected and 
ning to leave 
afterwards. 

Approval of the’ belief as finally 
drafted by the conferees within one or 
two days is expected. 

Enactment of the eight~billion-dollar 
appropriation measure, upon which con- 
ferees begin work tomorrow, is ex- 
pected with brief perfunctory discus- 
sion, leaving the insurance measure 
before the senate as the only impor- 
tant legislatton on the leaders’ pro- 
gram. 

There may be a spectacular and ex- 
citing finale in both bodies of congress. 
While official investigation of ques- 
tions involved in last week's furore in 
the house, precipitated by statements 
of Representative Heflin of Alabama 
regarding Count von Bernstorff's prop- 
aganda work, is now deemed improb- 
able, another flareup impends. 

In the senate La Follette is expected 
to reply to critics demanding his expul- 
sion for alleged seditious utterances. 

The civil rights bill will be consid- 
ered tomorrow by the senate judiciary 
committee, but opposition there and in 
the senate on constitutional grounds 
now appears to insure postponement of 
action until December. Chairman Webb, 
of the house judiciary committee, plans 
to bring it before the house this week 
and pass it, but few senate leaders ex- 
pect action in the upper house at this 
session.

Paris, September 30.—Captain Bou- 
chardon, examining magistrate for the 
court-martial of Bolo Pasha, charged 
with having relations with the enemy, 
after examining the Levantine suspect 
for two hours, decided that although! 
he had: -been ill, his’ condition would 
permit his transfer to prison. A pri- 
vate ambulance conveyed himto Fresne 
jail, where he was: placed in a hos- 
pital cell. 

The prison authorities have been 
ordered to treat Bolo Pasha as an ordi- 
nary prisoner, without either privileges 
Or unusual severity. M. Bonzon called! 
at the prison today to confer with Bolo, | 
but Captain Bouchardon told him he 
not 
except in the presence of the warden 
or of some person. designated by the 
captain. 

Bolo Pasha was taken to prison from 
his room in the Grand ‘hotel on a 
stretcher by way of the baggage ele- 
Vator. A crowd of about 2,000 persons, 
assembled around the ambulance shout- 
ing: “Death to the traitor! Throw 
him into the Seine! Kill him!’’ 

American Banks Involved. 

It now is said Bolo Pasha received 
1,600,000 from the Deutsche bank. 
In the transfer the sum was divided 
into several parts, 
number of hands before it finally 
reached a New York bank.

No further official information has 
been given out in regard to the con- 
tents of the cablegram from the United 
States concerning the activities of Bolo 
Pasha, but The Matin says the messages 
show the American police found that 
Various banks and financial institu- 
tions in New York and other cities 
were listed in connection with pay- 
ments made on behalf of Bolo.

Pennsylvania Strong.

With Pennsylvania having as greata 
backfield as any eleven in the country, 
it will be very interesting to watch the 
duel that will take place with Coach 
Heisman’s wonderful array of broken 
field artists, led by Strupper and 
Guyon. The Tech backs are easily the 
peer of any in the south, so the out- 
come of the game is going to depend 
largely upon which quartet of stars 
is able to outshine the other. 
Situation Facing Tech. - 

The situation facing Tech Saturday 
will be almost identical with the one 
that confronted the team last fall be- 
fore the Washington and Lee game. 
Washington and Lee's entire offensive 
was built around Cy Young, so when 
the Jackets got on to him the Generals 
were left in the same fix as a ship 
without a rudder. 

Berry is a most important cog of the 
team from the east, and the chance of 
a win for the locals Hes in their ability 
to stop him. Last year Berry beat 
Penn. State, Lafayette, Michigan and 
Cornell almost by himself and made 
possible a tie game against Dartmouth 
by a great run for a touchdown. He 
runs the ends, bucks the line, throws 
forward passes and is one of the fore- 
most punters and drop-kickers in the 
country. 

The teams tn the east usually play a 
different variety of football than the 
southern eleversm The system in the 
east is to develop a good drop-kicker 
or placement kicker and whenever pos- 
sible to take a try for a field goal, 
There have been but few men who 
could drop-kick in the south, and Tech 
lost their best man at this art when 
Tommy Spence entered the aviation 
school a few weeks ago. 

Pennsvivania and Tech will be about 
on equal terms in regard to the ex- 
perience gained from actual combat this 
fall. Pennsylvania will meet their 
first opponent of the year Wednesday 
afternoon and will leave for Atlanta 
Thursday.

With Schupp, Harry is the big- 
gest winner of the Giants’ huri- 
ing corps this year.

But 
whereas the former has won 
through sheer’ brilliance and 
“stulf;’’ Sallee has been effective 
through experience, knowledge of 
batters and control, together 
with a weird sort of wind-up that 
is mighty confusing to the wait- 
ing batter. 

“Slim” was born in Higgins- 
port, Ohio, February 3, 1885, and 
played his first professional game 
of ball when 20 years old. Merid- 
ian, of the Cotton States league, 
signed him, and he won ten and 
lost four games that year for a 
percentage of .714. The follow- 
ing two years he pitched for Bir- 
mingham, of the Southern league, 
and in 1907 made a sensational 
record with Williamsport, of the 
Tri-State league, copping twen- 
ty-two and losing ogly five games 
for the unusual percentage of 
815. The New York Yankeés se- 
cured him that same year, but 
never gave him a try-out. 

For eight seasons and part of 
another Sallee twirled: for the St. 
Louis Cardinals, until the Giants 
bought him for $10,000 last year. 

This string-bean southpaw, 
who has been a sheriff as well 
as a pitcher, has compiled the 
best record this season of his 
big-league career. and, like Eddie 
Cicotte and. wine, seems to im- 
prove with age.

EIGHT-HOUR DAY URGED 


Pittsburg, Pa., September 30.—Though 
deprecating the necessity of a strike to 
enforce their demands, Frank Morrison, 
secretary of the American Federation 
of Labor, in an address at the Union 
Labor temple here today urged union 
steel workers of the Pittsburg district 
to demand an eight-hour day, with 
time and a half for all overtime. Sev- 
eral thousand workers of the steel in- 
dustry, including many striking em- 
Ployees of the Jones & Laughlin Steel 
company, attended the meeting. 

“I want to say that the American 
Federation of Labor stands behind Pres- 
ident Wilson for the purpose of carry- 
ing the war straight through to vic- 
tory,” said Secretary Morrison, “but we 
do not propose unnecessarily to sacri- 
fice the members of labor to help make 
war profits for. the great manufac- 
turers.

LOOK AND “MORE CONFIDENT |. 
SENTIMENT 


Further downward revisions of quo- 
tations, in steel and iron through offi- 
cial action and in certain other com- 


moditites from different causes, give 
promige of greater activity, though not 
all of*the price uncertainties have end- 
ed and recovery appears in some 
quarters where continued yielding was 
expected. But there,is a clearer out- 
look and more confident sentiment in 
business and its volume enlarges, not 
without fluctuations and in some cases 
moderate, but yet distinct. With recog- 
nition that all of the readjustments 
necessitated by war conditions have not 
yet been effected, and with the future 
still uncertain, there is a prudent dis- 
inclination in many lines to >produce 
much beyond actual orders, or to buy in 
excess of well-defined wants, and 
where the occasion requires it, the 
needs of the government take .prece- 
dence. 

It is a prominent feature in not a 
few directions that the war:demands 
have appreciably lessened. the wn st 
of materials and merchandise available

Naval Actions Show the 
Manner in Which U-Boat 
‘Menace Is Being Met. 


London, September 30.—Another se- 
ries of thrilling reports of recent naval 
actions against German submariens, il- 
lustrative of the maner in yphich the 
was given 


no dates are given. 

The statement begins by reciting how 
a torepdo gunboat sighted a periscope 
600 yards away and turned the ship so 
that the periscope was traveling in the 


|opposite direction to that in which it 


was first seen. When at a distanec of 


50 yards the periscope disappeared and 
the gunboat. altering its course, passed 
|over the submarine. 

The impact of ‘the collision was felt 
and when the captain estimated ‘that 
the submarine was under the afterpart 
of his ship explosive Charges were 
dropped astern. <A seaplane reported 
patches of oil on the surface and a mine 
sweeper found an obstruction on the 
bottom at this point. 

A torpedo boat patrolling in the At- 


‘lantic found a steamer torpedoed and 


sinking. The survivors were rescyed 
and then the torpedo boat circled about 
the locality for more than an hour. Fi- 
nally, a white patch of water was seen 
dead ahead. 

The torpedo boat dashed over the 
spot, grazed the submarine and 
dropped three submarine bombs. Oil 
and air bubbles reeking of gasoline 
came to the’ surface and the mine 
sweeper found another obstruction 
here. ; 

Submarine Against Submarine. 

The next encounter described in the 
statement: was that of submarine 
against submarine. A British U-boat 
sighted a German submersible while 
both were on the surface. 

The British submarine dived and 
later picked up the enemy through the 
periscope. A torpedo, fired at 800 
yards, caused a violent explosion in 
the German vessel. 


When the Britisher arose he found a) 


patch of oil in which Germans were 
swimming. They said that they had 
been blown out through the conning 
tower and that their craft had been 
hit amidships, overturned and sank. 
A story characteristic of the mine 
sweeper’s spirit is next recited. A flo- 
tilla of sweepers was engaged in west- 
ern channel waters when an explosion 
occurred between a pair of them, the 
wire net parting. When the sweeping 
wire was pulled .in, two mines were 
found entangled, one on the ship's side 
and the other just under the surface. 


The slightest roll of the ship strik-'! 


ing the mine’s “whiskers” would have 
been sufficient to off an annihila- 
ting charge. The officer in command, 
being responsible for the lives of the 
crew, ordered them to abandon the ship. 
Later a senior officer, wi volunteers, 
reboarded the mine sweeper dad coolly 
cut the wire. The mines fé¢l!l into the 
sea without exploding. 

The mines were then “towed away 
gingerly by another ship. The state- 
ment points out the value of 
trawler, which hardly costs as much 
as one broadside from a cruiser. Life 
in this service,
